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Cinematograph Act — Amendment 


A Bill to amend the Cinema- 
tograph Act of 1952 which was 
introduced in the Lok Sabha on 
13-12-1958 by the Minister for 
Information and Broadcasting, 
Dr. B.V. سا‎ The Bill was 
passed by sok Sabha on 19th 
December 1958. 


According to the statement of 
objects and reasons the measure 
makes certain changes in the 
provisions of the original Act for 
purpose of clarification, without 
making any substantial change 
in its working. It also makes 
express provisions regarding the 
composition of the Board of 
Film Censors, ,constitution of 
Advisory Panels attached to 
regional offices at Bombay, 
Madras and Calcutta and the 
procedure for examination of 
films by theregional officers with 
the aid of these panels. The 
Bill codifies the rules relating to 
the general principles to be 
observed in determining whether 
a film is or is not suitable for 
public exhibition. 
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Duringthe discussion Hon'ble 
Dr. Keskar, Minister for Infor- 
mation and Broadcasting, refer- 
ring to the criticisms on the work 
of censorship of films, said the 
censors had powers oifly to 
delete objectionable portions 
from a film but not to recall an 
entire film, which was vulgar or 
crude. He entirely agreed that 
the censors should have greater 
powers but he was helpless in the 
matter because of the limitations 
imposed by the Constitution. 


The question of admitting 
persons to cinema and censoring 
posters came under the purview 
of States, and the Centre could 
not do anything in the matter. 
He had drawn the attention of 
Police authorities in various 
states that they should take more 
vigilantsteps to enforce rules rela- 
ting tothe exhibition of posters, 

He disagreed with the view 
that the “ adults only ” classifi- 
cation should be abolished. He 
said, “if necessary wecan consult 
State Governments and put the 
age limit at 21.” 
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Review of the Motion Picture Trade M South India 


The year 1958 is an year of 
film control. All the efforts of 
the film trade have been geared 
up to keep pace with the 
restricted supply of raw cine- 
matograph film. The control, 
caused considerable handicap to 
the progress of the trade in 
South India. Nevertheless, it 
has struggled hard just to sur- 
vive the ordeal and maintain its 
level of progress. 


The total number of pictures 
censored during the year is 120 
compared to 109 of 1957 and 102 
of the year previous. Over and 
above these 120, three pictures is 
Sinhalese language have been 
produced in South India, though 
they were not censored in India. 

Of the 120 pictures the num- 
ber of films produced in each 
language is as follows: Tamil- 
61; Telugu-36; Canarese-ll, 
Malayalam-4 ; and Hindi-8; 
compared to Tamil-46; Telugu- 
36; Canarese-14 ; Malayalam- 
7; and Hindi-6 of the year 1957. 


During the year 23 pictures 
‘have been re-certified under 
Rule 28 of Central Censorship 
Rules. 

The Studio-owners have been 
responsible for 23 productions, 
the established producers for 53 
productions and the new comers 
for 44 productions. 

A record number of 5 pictures 
has been censored by a single 
producing company during the 
year viz, M/s. Padmini 
pictures. 

There are 73 pictures based 
on themes of social background, 


23 on mythological and 24 on 
historical or folklore themes. 
The total number of themes 
forming the background of the 
120 productions, comes to 56 
Inclusive of all the languages 
and versions. Dubbing of 
pictures continues to be the 
chief feature of picture pro- 
duction in South India, The 
total number of dubbed versions 
during the year comes to 3⁄7 
compared to 23 of the last year; 
18 out of Tamil, 13 out of 36 
Telugu, 2 out of 11 Canarese, 
and 4 out of 8 Hindi pictures 
were dubbed from pictures 
produced in other languages. 


The total footage of exposed 
film censored during the year at . 
Madras in respect of feature 
films comes to near about 
18,15,000 ft. compared to 17 
lakhs of . 1957 and 15 lakhs of 
1956. Out of the total footage 
of 18,75,000 ft. censored during 
the year, Tamil films contribute 
9,52 thousands; Telugu, 574 
thousands ; Canarese-167 thou- 
sands ; Malayalam 66 thousands 
and Hindi 116 thousands. The 
average footage of a South 
Indian language film works out 
at 15,400 ft. compared to 16000 
ft. of last year. It is also 
significant to note that the 
regional average footages in res- 
pect of Tamil and Canarese films 
have come down viz., 15,450 ft. 
for a Tamil film compared to 
16,650 of 1957 and 15,000 ft. 
for a Canarese film compared to 
15,500 ft. of 1957. For Telugu 
the average works out at 16,000 ft. 
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for a Malayalam film, 16,300 ft. 
and Hindi 14,300 ft. 


As per centres of production, 
almost all the pictures have been 
produced in the Madras City 
Studios and a small percentage 
viz., 5% is accounted for by the 
Studios situated outside the 
city. 

STUDIOS & FLOORS 


There is an increase not only 
in the number of Studios 
functioning in South India but 
also in the number floors 
correspondingly, compared to 
other centres. The number of 
studios and floors in the three 
production centres are stated 
hereunder: Madras 27 studios 
with 72 floors; Bombay 30 
studios with 69 floors and Cal- 
cutta 11 Studios with 30 floors. 


The progress of production in 
South India compares favoura- 
bly with the production output 
of the corresponding months of 
the previous year. The number 
of pictures censored during each 
month of 1957 and 1958 is as 
follows :

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The total number of pictures 
under production at various 
stages on the floors in South 
India with permits issued by the 
Joint Chief Controller of Im- 
ports and Exports is 237, the 
number of producers being 194, 


During the year the Govern- 
ment of India have been 
pleased to extend the validity of 
the Censor certificates to 0 
years from 5 and in respect of 
pictures censored by the Central 
Board of Film Censors, the 
concession having been given 
effect to restrospectively. 


On the exhibition side there 
had been a spurt in the number 
of cinema theatres especially the 
touring cinemas. The < total 
number of cinemas as on 
30—4—58 is 1061 consisting of 
355 permanent and 706 touring 
cinemas compared to 985 with 
329 permanent and 656 touring 
of 1957. There has not been 
much difficulty except for 
the fact that the release of 
pictures could not be kept up to 
the scheduled dates. Also by 
reason of the fact that prints 
for old popular pictures could 
the business 


in semi urban and rural 
areas has been hampered to 
an extent. Nevertheless the 


collections at the box office show 
aslight upward trend from the 
Entertainment Tax collections 
published elsewhere in this issue. 


One important event is the 
reduction of rentals for “appro- 
ved" films to 1% of the collec- 
tions. 


It is a matter for con- 
gratulation that the first child- 
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ren's film produced in Madras, 
received for the first time, Prime 
Minister's award and State 
award for 1957. 


The year 1958 is an year of 
trial and the industry has rallied 
round to overcome the handi- 
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caps and restrictions arising out 
of the “ cut ° in raw film supply. 
We fervently hope that the 
control on films will be lifted 
erelong and the industry allowed 
to have its full programme of 
expansion to serve the best 
interests of the public.

Raw Film Factory for Ooty 


The Rajya Sabha on 22-12-8 
returned the Indian Tariff 
(Amendment) Bill providing for 
the continuance or ' discontinu- 
ance of protection for certain 
industries on the advice of the 
Tariff Commission. 

Mr. Manubhai Shah, Minister 
of Industries, replying to the 
debate, said negotiations with 
an East German firm for the 
setting up of a raw film factory 
at Ootacamund had reached the 
final stages, and 


which would manufacture more 
than 7.5 million square metres— 
50 per cent more than the 
country’s requirement-would be 
setup in the coming year. It 
was estimated to cost about 
Rs. eight crores. The Govern- 
ment was also installing an opti- 
cal glass factory and he hoped 
that the country would become 
self-sufficient inregard to raw 
film and other ancillaries of the 
film industry.

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Judicial Trials in Films : 


A communication received 
from the Chairman Central 
Board of Film Censors on the 


subject of Judicial trial in films 
is guoted for the information 
of producers :— 


I have to state that it has been 
noticed that some of the films 
depicting contemporary social 
life contain scenes of judicial 
tri als which often are a travesty 
of court proceedings. The Ses- 
sions Court and in rare cases the 
High Court is generally the 
venue of such trial. Experience 
has shown that the conduct of a 
judicial trial in a film is usually 
vitiated by one or more of the 
following defects: 


Firstly the procedure followed 
for examination of witnesses and 
accused persons is notin con- 
sonance with the procedure laid 
down by law and obtaining in 
judicial courts in India. Con- 
siderable liberty is taken by the 
producer and fresh witnesses or 
accused persons are sometimes 
shown rushing into the court and 
making statements without ob- 
taining the Court's permission at 
any stage of the trial. Secondly 
lawyers for the prosecution and 
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defence are shown leaving their 
seats and walking up to the dock 
and putting questions to wit- 
nesses Or accused persons from 
that position or approaching the 
jury and addressing the jurors in 
aswaggering manner and stand- 
ing in front of the dais and 
addressing the judge. It is not 
customary for the lawyers to be 
have in this manner in Courts in 
India. Thirdly a person who is 
not standing his trial and in 
respect of whom no investiga- 
tion has been made by the Police 
is charged. with an offence and 
tried in the course of the same 
proceedings and the decision is 
announced by the Judge in 
respect of the original accusedas 
well as the new accused at the 
same trial. Fourthly wrong sen- 
tences are also awarded by the 
Judge for offences which are 
declared to have been proved. 


It is very essential that the 
dignity of Judicial Courts should 
be maintained in films and that 
scenes of judicial trials in films 
should conform as closely as 
possible to the procedure laid 
down by law and established by 
long practice. Ihave therefore 
to request you kindly to impress 
upon the members of your asso- 





ciation the needand importance 
of observing the correct pro- 
cedure in depicting the conduct 
of Judicial trials in films, so that 
no difficulty may arise in respect 
of such scenes when films are 
submitted by them to the Board 
for certification.

Picture Banned : 


The Ministry of Information 
and Broadcasting notification 
No. 2442 New Delhi, dated the 
7th November, 1958 reads : 


In exercise of the powers con- 
ferred by sub-section (2) of sec- 
tion 5 of the Cinematograph 
Act, 1952 (37 of 1952) the 
Central Covernment hereby 
directs that the film entitled 
* Desire Under the Films " and 
its trailer produced by  Para- 
mount Picture Corporation 
U.S.A. shall be deemed to be 
uncertified films in the whole of 
India.

Electricity Rule 45 of 1956 : 


The Chief Electrical Inspector, 
to the Government of Madras 
has in the course of a communi- 
cation addressed to the cinema 
theatres, states : 


You may note from sub-rule 
(1) of Rule 45 of Indian 
Electricity Rules, 1956 that no 
Electrical Installation work, 
including additions, alterations, 
repairs and adjustments to 
existing installations except such 
replacement of lamps, fans, 
fuses, switches, low voltage 
domestic appliances and fittings 
asin no way alters its capacity 
or character, shall be carried out 
upon the premises of or on be- 
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half of any consumer or owner 
for the purpose of supply to 
such consumer or owner except 
by an electrical contractor 
licensed in this behalf by the 
State Government and under the 
direct supervision of a person 
holding a certificate of com- 
petency issued or recognised by 
the State Government (Electrical 
Wiremen, Supervisors and 
Contractors Licensing Board, 
Madras). 

Even though the Government 
of Madras have exempted low 
and medium pressureinstallations 
from the provisions of the 
above said rule in so far as 
Contractor provisions are con- 
cerned for a temporary period 
upto 31— 3—1959, the rule has 
to be complied with in full in 
respect of H. T. installations and 
installations coming under the 
provis ons of Section 30 of the 
Indian Electricity Act, 1910. As 
cinema loads wil come within 
the purview of Section 30 of 


Indian Electricity Act, 1910, the 


said Rule 45 of Indian Electri- 
city Rules, 1955 has to be 
compiled in full. It is obvious 
that, during the course of con- 
ducting shows in your theatre, 
temporary electrical installation 
works for the purpose of display, 
etc., may be involved. In case 
of touring cinemas, while re- 
erecting their camps, rewiring 
etc., will be involved. As per the 
provisions of Rule 45 of Indian 
electricity Rules, 1956, these 
works will haveto be entrusted 
to a licensed wiring contractor 
and the electrical installation 
work must be supervised by the 
persons holding competency 
certificates issued by the Electri- 
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cal Wiremen, Supervisors and 
Contractors Licensing Board, 
Madras. This rule will apply 
to self-generating theatres also. 


During my recent inspection 
of cinemas in the State, it has 
been noted that, in spite of this 
office instructions in this regard, 
most of the cinema exhibitors 
have not complied with the 
provisions of rule 45 of Indian 
Electricity Rules, 1956. Hence, 
I have to stress this point once 
again and request you to 
furnish the following information 
urgently :一 

1. The Name and address of 
the Contractor quoting his 
licence No. and date to whom 
the electricalinstallation work of 
your theatre has been entrusted. 

2. The names and addresses 
of the persons under whose 
immediate supervision the work 
is being carried out along with 
their competency certificates 
number and date. 

You may note that as per sub- 
rule (2) of Rule 45 of Indian 
Electricity Rules, 1956, no 
installation work which has been 
carried out in contravention of 
sub-rule (1) of the said rule can 
be connected with the supply 
main of the electrical suppliers. 
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After the due execution of the 
installation as per the above 
provisions, it is necessary that 
the installation has to be pro- 
perly maintained and competent 
persons are authorised for that 
purpose. In order to eliminate 
danger to public safety and 
personal property, a consumer 
has to  authorise competent 
persons under rule 3 of Indian 
Electricity Rules, 1956, to carry 
out duties incidental to use of 
energy etc. This aspect also is 
rarely taken care of by the 
Cinema Exhibitors. It has been 
decided that in cases of 
installations other than that H.T., 
persons having wiremen certifi- 
cates should be authorised under 
Rule 3 of Indian Electricity 
Rules, 1956. Sub-Rule 3 of Rule 
(3) requires that a person can be 
deemed to be authorised only 
when his name has been entered 
in a list maintained atthe office 
or premises of the person 
authorising and giving the pur- 
poses for which such person is 
authorised and the entry is 
attested by the person authorised 
and the persons authorising him. 
Hence you are requested to 
maintain the list in the following 
form at your Theatre premises.

In pursuance of rule 9 of the 
Rules concerning State Awards 
for Films notified in the Resolu- 
tion of the Government of India 
in the Ministry of Information 
and Broadcasting No. 21/5/58-

“1958, entries for the State 
Awards for films arehereby in- 
vitedin respect of Indian films 
certified for public exhibition 
during the calendar year 1958. 
The entry in respect of a film 
may be made by its producer or 
any other person duly authoris- 
ed by him, up to January 20, 
1959, free of charge. The entry 
will be made in duplicate in the 
Form prescribed in the Schedule 
annexed to the Resolution refer- 
red to above. 

2. Entries in respect of the 
various categories of films should 
be addressed to the authorities 
indicated below :— 

(a) Regional Officer, Central 
Board of Film Censors, 91- 
Walkeswar Road, Bombay-6. 

(1) Feature films in Hindi (in- 
cluding Urdu and Hindustani), 
Gujarati, Marathi, Punjabi and 
English. 

(ii) Documentary films in all 
languages. 

(iii Children's films in all 
languages. 


(b) Regional Officer, Central 
Board of Film Censors, 12-Dal- 
housie Square, Calcutta. 
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Feature films in 
Oriya and Assamese. 


(c) Regional Officer, Central 
Board of Film Censors, Mount 
Road, Madras : 

Feature films in Tamil, Telugu;

3. An entry in respect of a 
film ina language other than 
English or Hindi should be ac- 
companied by an English render- 
ing of the synopsis of the film. 
The entrant will be required to 
send, at his own cost, a print of 
the film entered for Awards for 
preview by a Regional Com- 
mittee, the Documentary Com- 
mittee or the Central Committee 
of Awards, as the case may be. 


Rules of Procedure 


In supersession of the resolu- 
tion of the Government of India 
in the Ministry of Information 
and Broadcasting No. 31/3/57- 
F.C, dated the Sth November, 
1957, the following rules are 
notified concerning State Awards 
for Films : 

l. The object of the State 
Awards for Films isto encou- 
rage the production of films of a 
high aesthetic and technical 
standard and of educational and 
cultural value. 


2. The following State Awards 
for films have been instituted :一 
All-India Awards 

(a) Feature Films 

(i) President's Gold Medal for 
the best film and a cash prize of 
Rs. 20,000 to its producer and 
Rs. 5,000 to its director, 
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(ii) All-India Certificate of 
Merit for the second best film 
anda cash prize of Rs. 10,000 to 
its producer and Rs. 2,500 to its 
director. 

(iii) All-India Certificate of 
Merit for the third best film. 


(b) Documentary Films 

(ü) President's Gold Medal for 
the best film and a cash prize of 
Rs. 4,000 to its producer and 
Rs 1,000 to its director. 

(ii) All-India Certificate of 
Merit for the second best film 
and a cash prize of Rs. 2,000 to 
its producer and Rs. 500 to its 
director. 

(Hi) All India Certificate of 
Merit for the third best film. 


(c) Children's Films 

(i) Prime Minister's Gold 
Medal for the best film and a 
cash prize of Rs. 20,000 to its 
producer and Rs. 5,000 to its 
director. 

(il) All-India Certificate of 
Merit for the second best film 
and a cash prize of Rs 10,000 to 
its producer and Rs. 2,500 to 
its director, 

(in) All-India Certificate of 
Merit for the third best film 


Regional Awards 

(d) President's Silver Medal 
for the best feature film in each 
Indian language and Certificates 
of Merit for the two next best 


feature films in each such 
languages. 

Explanation : 

The terms “producer” and 


* director " used herein will be 
construed as referring to the 
producer or the director, as the 
case may be, as given in the credit 
titles of the film duly certified by 
the Central Bd. of Film Censors. 
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3. The Awards will be made 
annually on a date to be fixed 
by Government. 


4, All Indian feature, docu- 
mentary and children's films 
certified for public exhibition by 
the Central Board of Film 
Censors in the preceding calen- 
dar year will be eligible for 
entry, which may be made by 
the producer or any other duly 
authorised person in the Form 
contained in the Schedule hereto 
annexed. The term * documen- 
tary film ٭‎ includes a scientific 
film or a film intended for 
educational purposes. 

5 In addition, Regional 
Officers of the Central Board of 
Film Censors may recommend 
any feature, documentary or 
children's films for entry for the 
Awards. 


6. No entry fee will be 
charged, but the entrant will be 
required to submit at his cost a 
print of the film together with 
an English rendering of the 
script/synopsis if the film is in a 
language other than Hindi or 
English. and the publicity mate- 
rial, to such Regional Officer of 
the Central Board of Film Cen- 
sors, as may be specified. The 
entry should be accompanied by 
particulars of the film such as 
title of the film, gauge, language, 
length, name of the producer, 
name of the director, number 
and date ofthe certificate of 
censorship and date of release, 
etc. as in the Form referred to 
in rule 4. 


7. The decision of the 
Government of India whether 
any film 1s a feature film, docu- 
mentary film or children's film 
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for the purpose ofthe Awards 
will be inal. Government may 
prescribe the maximum length 
of a children's film for the pur- 
pose of entry for the Awards. 


8. Ordinarily, a film which is 
a dubbed version, a retake or an 
adaptation of another film will 
not be eligible for consideration 
for the Awards. Government 
.may, however, in any particular 
Instance, where it is satisfied 
that the adapted version or the 
retake representsa fresh contri- 
bution towards the interpreta- 
tion of the story, allow the entry 
of such afilm for the Awards. 
The producer of a film made in 
more than one language version, 
may enter only one of the ver- 
sions of that film. Films based 
on classics or mythology shall 
not, by reasons of the subject, 
be deemed to be adaptations. 


9. Entries for the Awards will 
be invited by Government 
during a period to be notified, 
relaxable in exceptional cases at 
the discretion of Government. 


10. All transport costs on the 
consignment and return of the 
film and publicity material will 
be payable by the entrant. I 


11. All films will be submitted 
at owner's risk and while the 
Government wil take every 
reasonable care of the films sub- 
mitted, it cannot accept respon- 
sibility for loss or damage to the 
film while in its possession. 


12. Three Regional Com- 
mittees appointed by Govern- 
ment will initially examine 
feature films entered for the 
Awards in the languages indica- 
ted below :— 

(1) Regional Committee at 
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Bombay—Hindi ‘(including Urdu 
and Hindustani), Marathi, 
Punjabi, Gujarati and English. 

(ii) Regional Committee at 
Calcutta — Bengali, Assamese 
and Oriya. 

(iii) Regional Committee at 
Madras — Tamil, Telugu, 
Kannada and Malayalam. 

13. Each Regional Committee 
will be composed of : 

(a) A Chairman nominated by 
Government. 

(b) Not more than four dis- 
tinguished persons: of culture, 
art or literature nominated by 
the Government of India in con- 
sultation with the State Govern- 
ment concerned with the 
language. (Care will be taken 
to ensure that all the languages 
of the region are represented in 
the selection of these 4 persons.) 

(c) Persons, not exceeding 
three, qualified to judge technical 
Standard, presentation, direction 
and treatment values of films, 
nominated by Government from 
a panel of names representing 
the industry. 


14. The Regional Committees 
will recommend in order of 
merit a list of three feature films 
in each language for considera- 
tion by the Central Committee. 

15. The documentary films 
entered for the Awards will be 
initially examined by a Docu- 
mentary Committee appointed 
by Government with a member- 
ship not exceeding five. This 
Committee will recommend in 
order of merit six documentary 
films for consideration by the 
Central Committee. 


16. The Central 
will be composed of : 


Committee 
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(a) A Chairman nominated by 
Government. 


(b) Chairman of the three 
Regional Committees. Where a 
Chairman is not available to sit 
on the Central Commitee, 
Government may nominate a 
member of the Regional Com- 
mittee concerned on the Central 
Committee. 

(c) Not more than four dis- 
tinguished persons of culture, 
art or literature nominated by 
Government. 

(d) Persons, not exceeding 
three, qualified to judge, techni- 
cal standard, presentation, direc- 
tion and treatment values of 
films, nominated by Government 
from a panel of names repre- 
senting the industry. 

(e) Oge member of the Central 
Board of Film Censors nomina- 
ted by Government. 


17. Nothing contained in rules 
13, 15 and 16 will preclude the 
co-option of an additional mem- 
ber to assist the Central, Docu- 
mentary or a Regional Com- 
mittee, as the case may be, in 
examining films in any particular 


language and the member so co- ` 


opted will have all the rights of 
an ordinary member. ' 


18. Membership of the 
Central, Documentary and 
Regional Committees will be 
honorary, but the members may 
beallowed such travelling and 
conveyance allowances as may 
be sanctioned by Government 
from time to time. 

19. The Central Committee 
will consider the recommenda- 
tions of the Regional Com- 
mittees and the Documentary 
Committee. The Central Com- 
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mittee may, for reasons to be 
recorded in writing, call for the 
to be recorded in writing, call 
for the records of a- Regional 
Committee or the Documentary 
Committee and may also exa- 
mine any film entered for the 
Awards but not recommended 
by a Regional Committee or the 
Documentary Committee. The 
Central Committee will recom- 
mend in order of merit : 


(1) Three best feature films for 
the All-India Awards. 


(2) Three best documentary 
films for the All-India Awards. 


(3) Three best feature films in 
each language other than that of 
English for Regional Awards. 


20. The Central Committee or 
if the Government so directs, a 
Special Committee constituted 
for this purpose, will examine 
the children's films entered for 
the Awards and recommend the 
best three films in order of 
merit. Where the rccommenda- 
tions have been made by the 
Special Committee, the recom- 
mendations shall be subject to 
the approval of the Central 
Committee 


21. The Regional Committees, 
the Documentary Committee and 
the Central Committee may 
determine their own procedure 
for the examination of films. 


22. The quorum ofa Regio- 
nal Committee will be four and 
that of the Documentary and the 
Central Committee three and six 
respectively. The decisions of 
the Central, - Documentary and 
Regional Committees will be by 
a majority of the members 
present. 
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23. Nothing contained herein 
sball be construed as restricting 
the discretion of a Regional 
Committee, the Documentary 
Committee or the Central Com- 
mittee from making a recom- 
mendation that none of the films 
in a particular language or cate- 
gory is of a standard adequate 
for an Award. 


24. The recommendations of 
the Central Committee will be 
submitted to Government for 
approval. 


25. A film will be eligible for 
an Award only in one of the 
three categories viz., feature, 
documentary or children's film. 
A film may, however,: be given 
an All-India as well as a 
Regional Award in the same 
category. 


26. The Regional Committees, 
the Documentary Committee 
and the Central Committee will 
examine films at such place and 
time as may be considered 
feasible. 


27. Government shall be en- 
titled to retain without payment 
of cost the print entered for the 
Awards of a film which receives 
an Award in the form of a 
medal and/or cash. 

28. The function for the pre- 
sentation of the Awards will be 
held at such place and on such 
date as Government may 
determine. |

Issue of Cinema Licence 
Writ Petition Dismissed 


In disposing of a writ petition 
in the Madras High Court, His 
Lordship Mr. Justice P.V. Bala- 
krishna Aiyar held that the 
considerations enumerated in 
sub-section (1) of Section 5 of 
the Madras Cinema Regulation) 
Act, 1955, in the matter of 
issuing of licences by the 
authorities for touring cinemas, 
were not exhaustive and the 
authorities were not precluded 
from taking into consideration 
any representations received 
from persons other than those 
mentioned in the sub-section. 


The petitioner, Mr. M. C. M. 
Muthurama Thevar, applied in 
November, 1957, -to the Collec- 
tor of Madurai District for a 
“no objection” certificate to 
Jocate a touring cinema in Kallu- 
patti Village in Thirumangalam 
taluk. The site was recommended 
by the District Superintendent 
of Police, Madurai (South), the 
President of the Panchayat 
Board and the Tahsildar of 
Thirumangalam. The Chairman 
of the Gandhi Niketan Ashram 
and the Principal of the Rural 
Extention Training Centre 
nearby raised an objection to 
the issue of licence on the ground 
that it would serjously affect the 
morale and discipline of the 
inmates. On that, the Collector 
rejected the application of the 
petitioner for the issue of a 
licence. The petitioner appealed 
to the Board of Revenue and the 
appeal was dismissed. There- 


upon, the petitioner filed a writ 
petition in the High Court 
questioning the validity of the 
order of the Collector. 


Dismissing the writ petition, 
His Lordship observed that 
apparently none of the three 
authorities, the District Super- 
intendent of Police, the Presi- 
dent of the Panchayat Board and 
Tahsildar, who recommended 
the site, mentioued the fact that 
the Gandhi Niketan Ashram was 
functioning in the vicinity. The 
Collector, while refusing to 
grant licence for the site selected 
told the petitioner that he might 
select some other place in or 
near Kallupatti about a mile 
away from the Ashram. * Coun- 
sel for the petitioner referred to 
section 5 (1) of the Madras 
Cinema (Regulation) Act of 
1955, which said that, in deciding 
whether to grant or refuse a 
licence, the licensing authority 
should have regard to certain 
matters and a number of such 
matters had been enumerated. 
The objection of the kind put 
forward by the Chairman of the 
Ashram and the Principal of the 
Training Centre it was contended 
were outside those enumerated 
in the sub-section. The argu- 
ment was that the Collector was 
not entitled to take into account 
circumstances not enumerated in 
the sub-section. . 


That argument, His Lordship 
observed, proceeded on the 
assumption that the conside- 
rations enumerated in sub-section 
(1) of Section 5, His Lordship

added, enjoined on the licensing 
authority a duty to take into 
consideration representations 
made by the authorities set out 
therein. It did not say that the 
licensing authority should not 
take into account representations 
' made by any one else. In fact, 
to make a representation no 
specific authority was necessary. 
A person who felt aggrieved was 
at liberty to make a representa- 
tion. It was for the authority to 
which the representation was 
addressed, to decide what 
Importance it would attach to it. 
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The Basic School, His Lord- 
ship observed was only about 
240 yards away from the place 
chosen by the petitioner for 
locating the cinema. The view 
of the Collector that the 
location of the cinema near the 
institution would be detrimental 
toit appeared to bea legitimate 
one. 


In the result, His Lordship 
dismissed the petition. 


Mr. K. Arunachala  Sastri 
appeared for the petitioner.

PRODUCERS TO NOTE 
PRIORITIES — A CLARIFICATION 

° Further to the Priorities announced by the Government of 
India, for distribution of Raw Film, it has now been clarified that 

the following will be categorised under (2-a) :— 
2(a) “Producers who have past export performance to their 
credit and having earned foreign exchange for a minimum 
value of Rs. 4,00,000 during the three calendar years 1955, 


1956 and 1957. 
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Far & Near 


Sapply of Raw.Film : 


Mr. Lal Bahadur Shastri, 
Minister for Commerce and 
Industry stated in the Rajya 
Sabha on 10-12-58 that with the 
measures adopted by Govern- 
ment, the reguirements of raw 
films in the country would be 
adeguately met. 


Ina written reply to a guest- 
ion by Mr. Bhupesh Gupta, Mr. 
Shastri said that Government 
were aware of the widespread 
demand among the film pro- 
ducers, artists and the public for 
relaxing the restrictions on im- 
port of raw films. This had been 
examined by Government. 


The Commerce and Industry 
Minister said that before the 
introduction of restriction on the 
import of raw films the average 
import into the country had been 
of the order of 300 million feet 
a year. Of this, 40, million feet 
a year had accounted for the 
requirements of the Films 
Division of the Ministry of 
Information and Broadcasting. 
The requirement of the private 
sector had been, therefore, of 
the order 250-260 million feet a 
year or about 125 to 130 million 
feet per half year, 


It has been agreed, Mr. Shastri 
said, in consultation with the 
Film Federation of India that 
there should be an overall cut of 
30 per cent in the quantum 
previously imported and on this 
basis the total net requirements 
of the private sector had been 
placed at 90 to 95 million feet 
per half year. According to the 


current policy of a quota of 60 
per cent general and 60 per cent 
soft, the import per half year 
would be 70°75 million feet. 
About 40 million feet would be 
imported by the State Trading 
Corporation on rupee account. 


, The Minister said that about 
112 million feet would thus be 
available against the  require- 
ment of 90 to 95 million feet. 
In addition, provision had been 
made uuder the export promotion 
scheme for the grant of special 
licences for raw films to 
established importers for the 
purpose of making films meant 
for export. It was expected that 
with these measures the require- 
ments of raw films in the couutry 
would be adequately met.
